REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1-22, 53-67 are allowed. 

The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was 
not suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was wherein a 
length of shorter side of said light-guiding-section is not more than 8 mm, an area of 
said light-emitting-section is not less than 500 mm.sup.2, a ratio of minimum luminance 
vs. maximum luminance of said light-emitting-section is not less than 0.3, an average 
luminance of said light-emitting-section ranges from 1 cd/m.sup.2 to 200 cd/m.sup.2 ,

and a luminance change amount per unit lengtli is not more tlian (average 
luminance).times.100 cd/m.sup.3. , in combination witli tine otiier elements (or steps) of 
the apparatus and method recited in the claims.
